OTTAWA.  May  5.-^ Hen.  &,?.,.?*> 
letier,  Postmaster-General,  gave  to 
Louse  this  afternoon  the  details  of  * 
n  w  arrangement  which 
with  a  British  syndicate 
thoroughly  up-to-date  wireless  service 
between  this  country  and  Great  Britain. 
The  arrangement  brings  with  It  a  con- 
siderable reduction  in  rates,  and  It  Is  to 
I  in  working  order  within  a  year  after 
the  contract  is  ratified. 

Hon.  Mr.  Pelletier  said  that  the  pres- 
ent arrangement  grew  out  of  the  confer- 
ences which  he  had  with  the  British 
P*oEtmaster-General  last  Summer,  and  it 
would  benefit  Australia  and  New  Zea- 
land as  well.  He  pointed  out  that  in 
the  past  the  Dominion  had  been  In  the 
hands  of  companies  which  had  things 
pretty  much  their  own  way.  Any  re- 
duction that  had  been  secured  in  the 
past  had  been  secured  only  with  great 
difficulty,  and  the  two  reductions  which 
have  been  made  since  the  present  Gov- 
ernment came  into  power,  while  wel- 
come, were  nevertheless  inadequate 
and  there  had  been  a  feeling  that  the 
time  had  come  for  a  state-owned  cable. 
Mr.  Pelletier  said  that  this  was  the 
proposition  that  he  first  discussed  with 
the  British  Postmaster-General.  The 
situation  before  them  was.  that  while  ' 
Tana-da  was  linked  with  New  Zealand 
an  1  Australia  by  a  cable,  and  while 
there  was  a  leased  line  from  Vancouver 
to  Montreal,  there  remained  a  big  gap 
between  Montreal  and  the  Atlantic 
Coast  and  across  the  Atlantic.  For 
this  it  was  necessary  to  use  the  cables 
of  the  private  companies,  which  were 
costly. 

Wireless  Muoh  Cheaper 
This  situation  was  thoroughly  dis- 
ouasedj  and  the  British  Postmaster- 
i  .  nerii!  took  the  stand  that  the  time 
had  not  yet  come  for  a  state-owned 
Atlantic  cable.  His  chief  opposition  to 
this  scheme  was  based  on  his  view  tnat 
the  rapid  progress  of  wireless  teleg- 
i  hy  might  result  in  this  system  tak- 
ing the  place  of  the  old  cable  method. 
A  state-owned  cable  would  have  to  be 
duplicated,  arid  the  two  cables  would 
cost  about  $5,000,000,  while  the  wireless 
svstem  could  be  installed  for  between 
1300.00.0  and  $400,000.  The  result  of  the 
negotiations  between  the  two  Govern- 
ments was  the  decision  that  the  best 
course  would  be  to  reserve  the  state- 
owned  cable  and  attempt  to  get  better 
terms  from  the  private  companies. 
B  i.-h  negotiation."  were,  accordingly  be- 
gun, but  were  unsuccessful  as  far  at 
Securing  any  real  reduction .  was  .-on- 
cerned. 

Mr.  Pelletier  said  that  he  began  nego- 
tiations In  another  quarter,  and  the 
arrangement  which  he  would  now  an- 
roiinee  to  the  House  was  the  result  of 
these  negotiations.  A  contract  had  been 
entered  into  with  a  syndicate  known  as 
the  Universal  Radio-System,  Limited, 
composed  of  wealthy  British  men.  who 
planned  to  come  to  this  country  and 
establish  wireless  communication  be- 
tween Canada  and  Great  Britain.  They 
would  have  their  headquarter;?  at 
Montreal,  and  would  thus  fill  the  gap 
which  remained  is  what  was  taken  as 
the  All-Red  cable  line. 

Reduction  in  Sates 

They  would  guarantee  to  give  a 
service  of  four  hundred  letters  to  the 
minute.  The  rates  as  quoted  by  the 
Minister  showed  a  substantial  reduction 
all  round.  Code  messages  will  he 
transmitted  at  elghtpence  per  word,  In 
stead  of  twelvepence.  Plain  language 
messages  will  be  fourpence  per  word 
Instead  of  twelvepence,  this  being  with- 
out  deferment. 

Government  messages  are  two  and  a 
half  pence  per  word  and  press  meBsasres 
twopence  per  word.  The  press  >-ate* 
formerly  were  ten  cents  ti  word,  and 
this  had  later  been  reduced  to  seven 
cents  a  word,  with  a  special  rate  of  five 
cents  per  word  between  the  hours  of 
midnight  and  (i  a.  m..  or  between  1  and 
4  p.  m.  of  the  country  of  origin.  The 
present  reduction  of  four  cents  a  word 
on  regular  press  messages  was  there 
fore  considerable,  the  rates  quoted  were 
from  any  point  In  Great  Britain  to 
Montreal.  Rates  for  the  land  trans- 
mission of  the  messages  received  at 
Montreal  will  bo  governed  by  a  aone  as 
follows:

coastal   vessel   plying   the   Pacific.

This    handsomely      designed      coastal 
craft    is    considerably    longer    that    the 
steamer   Princess    Royal,   which   was   the 
last  large  steamer   to  be  launched  from 
the   B.  C.    Marine   yards.

Mr.  F.  M.  Rattenbury,  the  reeve  of 
Oak  Bay  municipality  for  the  present 
year,  announred  yesterday  his  Intention 
of  presenting  the  municipality  with 
his  Interest  in  the  northeast  side 
of  Shoal  Bay,  which  with  the 
portion  Oak  Bay  already  owns,  will 
give  the  municipal  authorities  power 
over  the  greater  portion  of  the 
front  around  the  bay  and  enable  them 
to  prevent  its  plcturesqueness  being  Im- 
paired by  hulldtngs  hetween  road  and 
water  or  the  public  access  to  the  beach 
hampered. 

The  land  which  forms  Mr.  Ratten- 
bury's  handsome  present  Is  that  lying 
between  Beach  Drive  roadway  and  the 
waterfront  from  a  point  some  few  hun- 
dred yards  east  of  the  end  of  Transit 
Road  to  a  point  close  to  where  the  road 
leaves  the  water,  and  Includes  roughly 
1.500  feet.  It  Includes  a  little  grassy 
peninsula  with  Indented  shoreline  and 
two  little  bays  which  will  afford  scope 
for  the  landscape  gardener's  hand,  but 
the  chief  value  of  the  gift,  aa  baa  been 
pointed  out.  lies  In  the  fact  that  now 
for  all  time  so  much  of  the  bay  can 
never  be  despoiled  by  houses  planked 
down  praetioally  on  the  waterltne,  and 
that  the  beavch  will  lie  open  to  the  pub- 
lic with**  hindrance.

WINNIPEG,  Man.,  May  5.— The  con- 
tract was  let  today  by  the  C.  P.  R.  to 
Foley,  Welsh  and  Stewart  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Rogers'  Pass  double 
track  tunnel  through  the  Selkirk  Moun- 
tains.

WASHINGTON.  May  f>. — The  Japan- 
ese Kmbassy  was  supplied  by  the  State 
Department  today  with  a  copy  of  the 
alien  land-owning  bill  passed  by  the 
California  Legislature,  and  the  ambas- 
sador will  employ  the  time  between  now 
and  Secretary  Bryan's  return  to  Wash- 
ington in  perparlng  a  formal  protest 
against  the  measure. 

Apparently  the  embassy  has  no  hope 
that  any  word  President  Wilson  may 
send  after  Secretary  Bryan's  return  will 
influence  Governor  Johnson  to  withhold 
his  signature  from  the  act,  so  the  only 
object  of  the  protest  will  be  to  acquaint 
the  American  people  with  the  Japanese 
contention,  and.  if  possible,  to  Influence 
the  legislative  branch  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  endeavor  to  nullify  the  action 
of  the  California  Legislature.  The  em- 
bassy will  make  known  the  ground  of 
its  protest  in  a  diplomatic  note  to  Secre- 
tary Bryan. 

It  is  well  understood  that  to  settle 
the  question,  no  matter  what  may  bo 
the  point  of  objection,  will  require  the 
notion  of  the  United  states  courts,  and 
much  consideration  must  bo  given  to  the 
procedure  to  be  followed  in  arranging 
for  a  Judicial  test  of  tho  Caltfomls  law.

Montenegro  having  placed  the 
Scutari  in  the  hands  of  the 
Powers,  the  sentiment  of  the  Albanian 
trouble  now  depends  upon  whether  JSs- 
3£p£>asha  and  Dj.ivld  Pasha  will  obey 
the  order  sent  by  the  Sublime  Porte  to 
withdraw  their  armies  to  the  Turkish 
Empire.  It  is  believed  that  If  Mon- 
tenegro has  abandoned  Scutari,  Essari 
Pasha  will  recognize  the  futility  of  his 
aspirations  to  the  kingship  of  Albania, 
In  the  face  of  the  threatened  Austro- 
ltallan  expedition  to   expel   him. 

One  of  the  ambassadors  at  the  am- 
bassadorial conference  at  London  said: 
•'The  situation  is  saved  and  the  crisis 
is  past.  The  reported  Austro-Itali«n  ac- 
tion in  Albania  has  no  point  now." 

Another   meeting   of    the   ambassadors 
will     be     held     on     Thursday,  when   ar-. 
rangements   with    regard    to      the   future 
of   Scutari     and   Albania     will   be     dis- 
cussed.

COLOGNE,  Germany,  May  6. — It 
stems  certain,  The  Cologne  Gazette  edi- 
torially declares  this  afternoon,  that 
Austria  and  Italy  will  send  troops  into 
Albania  irrespective  of  the  outcome  of 
the  conference  of  European  ambassa- 
dors In  London. 

ROME,  May  5. — The  political  atmos- 
phere has  "cleared,  since  it  now  appears 
unnecessary  'Po  coerce  Montenegro.  Mil- 
itary preparations,  however,  continue, 
Austria  and  Italy  being  convinced  of 
the  necessity  of  binding  sufficient  forces 
in  Albania  to  re-establish  law  and  order. 
Italian  and  Austrian  troops  In  that  ter- 
ritory, it  Is  pointed  out.  will  serve  to 
maintain  respect  for  the  Albanian  front- 
ier fixed  by  the  London  conference. 
Is   Unconditional. 

BERLIN.  May  6— No  conditions  were 
mentioned  by  Montenegro  today  when 
she  informed  the  German  foreign  office 
that  she  hafl  decided  to  place  Scutari  In 
tho  hands  of  the  powers.  On  the  other 
hand,  the  foreign  advices  say,  there  la 
no  evidence  that  any  concrete  step  in 
this  direction  has  yet  been  taken  and 
doubt  is  expressed  by  officials  as  to  the 
voracity  of  the  reports  that  Montenegro 
hap  already  evacuated   the  city. 

No  date  for  the  evacuation  of  Scutari 
by  the  Montenegrin  troops  was  given  in 
the  communication  received  here  from 
Cettlnje,  but  there  is  reason  to  believe 
that  the  German  minister  in  the  Monte- 
negrin capital  received  assuranoes  njom 
King  Nicholas  that  the  first  steps 
would  be  taken  within  twenty-four 
hours. 

Ambassadors'  Statement. 

LONDON,  May  5.— -At  the  close  of  the 
ambassadors'  conference  in  London  to 
day  an  official  communication  was  1s- 
sued  reading  as  follows: 

"The  fact  that  the  King  of  Montene- 
gro has  placed  the  fate  of  Scutari  in 
the  hands  of  the  powers  is  a  ma'.ter  of 
great  satisfaction.

Adopts  British  System 
Hon.  Mr.  Pugsley  asked  why  it  was 
proposed  to  substitute  a  committee  of 
the  Privy  Council  for  the  railway  com- 
mission. This  committee,  he  said,  would 
have  no  experience  and  no  machinery. 
Mr.  Pelleticr  replied  that  he  had  fol- 
lowed tho  policy  of  the  British  Govern- 
ment. In  Kngland  licences  are  given 
by  a  landing  rights  committee. 

Hon.  Tt.  Lemleux  said  that  he  had  fol- 
lowed the  Postmaster-General's  remarks 
with  the  closest  Interest.  He  recognized 
that  It  was  almost  Impossible  to  per- 
suade the  cable  monopoly  to  bring  down 
rates.  Still,  lie  believed  a  better  service 
could  be  secured  through  them  than 
through  any  wireless  system.  He  did 
not  minimize  the  value  of  the  wireless, 
but  it  was  known  today  that  the  wire- 
less system  can  only  work  to  advantage 
during    certain    hours    of   the    day. 

There  was  something  in  the  atmos- 
phere which  Interfered  with  it.  He 
was  afraid  that  the  Minister  would  have 
his  difficulties  In  keeping  the  Poulsen 
and  Marconi  Companies  from  Jumping 
at  each  other's  throats.  They  were 
bitter  enemies.  However,  ho  thought 
that  it  was  impossible  to  compare  the 
wireless  and  the  cable  system.  The 
Marconi  system  had  been  competing  with 
the  cable  for  a  number  of  years,  and 
yet  the  cable  company  did  not  recognize 
that   competition    as    serious. 

The  Marconi  wir-'iess  bad  not  brought 
relief,  and  there  was  no  assurance  that 
this  new-  company  would  bring  relief 
to  Canada.  For  all  they  knew,  it  might 
become  part  of  the  great  world-wide 
cable  monopoly  which  already  controls 
the  Pell  Telephone  Company.  He  had 
confidence  in  regard  to  the  cable  reduc- 
tions unless  there  was  most,  stringent 
n  gulations. 

For  State-Owned  Cable 
Me  said  that  they  had  a  state-owned 
cable  on  the  Pacific,  and  asked  why  It 
should  not  be  extended  to  the  Atlantic. 
They  should  have  bad  a  conference  with 
the  other  companies  In  London.  He  saw 
no  reason  why  work  should  not  be  start- 
ed on  a  state-owned  cable  tomorrow.  He 
would  give  the  cable  companies  twenty- 
four  hours  to  cut  rates  in  two,  and  if 
they  did  not  do  it,  he  would  start  a  state 
cable  He  was  afraid  that  by  this  new 
contract  thry  were  setting  up  a  wireless 
monopoly,  in  closing,  he  strongly  urged 
the  Government  to  proceed  with  a  state- 
owned   cable. 

Mr.  .1.  E.  Armstrong  (West  Lambton) 
said  ho  wondered  nt  the  attitude  of  the 
Opposition  speakers  In  view  of  the  fact 
that  they  had  taken  no  steps  themselves 
towards  starting  a  state-owned  cable 
across  the  Atlantic.  He  said  that  for 
years  he  had  been  advocating  Govern- 
ment-owned lines,  and  he  was  still 
strongly  of  that  opinion.  The  Minister 
had  stated  with  certainty  that  the  cost 
of  a  atate-owped  cable  would  be  about 
$5,000,000.  This  was  not  much  to  ex- 
pend. He  thought  It  would  hove  been 
an  advantage  to  appoint  a  commission, 
as  he  edvocnted  last  year,  to  investigate 
this  thing  fully,  but  he  eould  understand 
that  the  Postm'aster-Oeneral  had  gone 
Into  this  matter  fully,  and  the  House 
should  be  grateful  to  him  for  what  he 
had    done. 

He  hoped  that  the  time  was  not  far 
distant  when  Canada  would  own  and 
o-ierate  not  only  an  Atlantic  cable  but 
Innd  lines  as  well.  This  would  link 
Canada  to  Great  Britain,  and  would  fur- 
ther bind  together  the  parts  of  the  Do- 
minion. The  Minister's  present  plsn 
would  ho  In  the  direction  of  cheaper 
cable  rates,  hut  he  hoped  that  before  the 
five-year  term  had  expired  there  would 
be  steps  taken  for  a  Oovernment-owned 
line.

Grain  Elevators 

"In  regard  to  grain  elevators,  I  ea)d 
when  here  several  years  ago  that  if  by 
the  time  the  Panama  Canal  was  com- 
pleted the  signs  showed  that  elevators 
were  needed  on  this  Coast  that.,' Mgfe 
would  be  ready  in  time.  Now  the  Do- 
minion Government  says  It  will  con- 
struct terminals  for  Brain.  If  the  Gov- 
ernment builds  all  the  elevators  that  are 
necessary  to  handle  the  traffic,  lh»ie 
will  be  no  need  of  the  railway  com- 
panies building  any." 

Speaking  of  the  crop  prospects  in  the 
West,  he  said:  "According  to  a  very 
careful  estimate  there  will  be  a. slightly, 
larger  area  under  wheat  crop  this  year. 
Seeding  this  year  will  average  well  In 
regard  to  the  earlincss  of  the  season. 
The  grain  will  be  in  the  ground  a*  early 
as  is  considered  beneficial.  Apart  from 
a. few  low-lying  areas  in  the  vicinity  of 
the  Red  River,  the  land  all  over  the 
wheat  district  ia  in  good  shape  for 
seeding.    ■

Sir  George  Reid,  Agent-General  for 
AUajtralla,  recently  spoke  before  the 
Rcyal  Colonial  Institute.  His  subject 
»was  the  relations  of  the  United  King- 
dom and  the  Empire  at  large.  S:r 
George  was  very  emphatic  in  contend- 
ing that  it  is  time  what  is  known  as 
Imperialism  was  "brought  down  out  of 
the  clouds1,  and  discussed  from  a  prac- 
tical standpoint' of  view.  He  saldguite 
enough  eloquence  had  been  expended 
upon  It,  and  it  is  time  fo  consider  just 
what  we  mean  when  we  talk  about  the 
reorganization  of  '  the  Empire.     Follow- 


quantity,  when  WO  talk  of  imperall  re 
organisation,  a  country  of  which  these 
things  are  true.  Neither  oaa  we  afford 
to  lose  sight  vt  thg  ijr^  wt^waiuttoiui 
whiob  the  speaker/ls^iiirth  in  the  fol- 
lowing  eloquent  words: 


ing   this   line   of   thought,   he  addressed 


himself  directly  to  the  question  of  a 
parliamentary  body  representative  of 
the  Empire.  Inquiring  Into  the  basis  of 
representation  in  such  a  body,  he  sug- 
gested that  the  unit  might  be  one  mil- 
lion. This  would  give  the  United  King- 
dom i5  members,  Canada  8,  Australia  5, 
South  Africa  1,  and  New  Zealand  1;  or 
lj  for  the  overseas  dominions  and  45 
fov  the  Mother  Country.  This  WOUld 
leave  unrepresented  very  many  import- 
ani  paits  of  the  Kmplre,  not  to  speak 
Of  India,  which,  if  represented  accord- 
ing to  populations  would  have  more 
than  300  members.

Indeed  the 
present  sort  of  imperial  Parliament 
and  Executive  have  some  striking  ad- 
vantages.  How  convenient  in  real  life 
.'  is  that  the  advanced  legislation  of  the 
governing  Dominions  does  not  fix 
responsibility  upon  the  shoulders  of  the 
Imperial  Government  as  directly  as  It 
viouM  do  in  the  other  event.  When  a 
Colonial  Parliament  takes  an  extreme 
step,  vitally  necessary  perhaps  to  Its 
welfare,  bat  pwst  irritating  to  some 
nations,  and  even  to  large  bodies 
of  His  Ma.|esty\s  subjects,  the  Imperial 
Government  is  in  a  more  enviable  posi- 
tion now  that  It  would  hf>  then.

If  it  deals  witli 
neither,  it  would  Indeed  be  lame  and 
Impotent."  Moreover  he  feara  that  in 
any  Imperial  Parliament  party  politics 
would  aoon  get  a  foothold,  but  at  pres- 
ent "each  parliamentary  system  M>n- 
atimea  its  own  smoke  and  put*  out  its 
own  fires;  the  affairs  of  the  Empire  as 
a  whole  are  managed  In  the  clearer  and 
the  higher  atmosphere  of  an  Imperial

In  the  continent  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  represent  there  is  a  mountain 
range  known  as  the  Great  Dividing 
Itange.  There  is  a  Great  Dividing 
Kange  in  the  British  Empire.  We  must 
never  forget  that  under  the  same  flag 
that  waves  over  the  15,000,000  white 
British  subjects  in  Canada,  Australia.

In  Asia  and  Africa 
humanity  has  been  trampled  under  foot 
by  successive  waxes  of  conquest.  Not 
in  one  generatiqn.  nor  In  one  century, 
can  the  wrongs  of  their  awful  history 
b<.  effaced,  or  the  genius  of  their  an- 
cient civilization  be  restored.  No  pro- 
cess of  education  the  moat  enlightened 
—  no  system  of  government  the  moat 
benign — can  make  the  Oriental  subjects 
oi'  the.  King  the  equals  ir  political  ca- 
pacity of  the  white  race  for  many  a  n 
erations  to  come.  But  the  foundations 
of  a  happier  and  a  nobler  state  of  na- 
tional existence  are  being  well  and  truly 
lold.  To  build  upon  those  foundations 
a  new  India,  governed  by  a  system  of 
British  justice.

The  speech  of  the  eloquent  Austra- 
lian, who  possesses,  as  Lord  Prassey 
said,  "a  gift  of  speech  far  beyond  that 
which  ordinary  mortals  are  endowed," 
is  full  of  food  for  thought  Whatever 
we  may  think  of  Mh  objections  to  an 
Imperial  Parliament,  he  certainly  has 
innde  us  realize  very  acutely  the  faol 
that,  in  the  determination  of  Im 
problems  there  is  always  India  to  he 
considered.

The  Salvation  Army  had  <t 
deal,  she  said,  but  the  churches  had 
done  absolutely  nothing — they  did  not 
even  want  to  speak  about  the  subject.

DUE   TO    NATURAL   CAUSES 

Jury     Finds     John    Armstrong's    Death 

Was  Caused   by  Hemorrhage  of 

the   Brain 


That  John  Armstrong,  whose  uncon- 
scious body  was  discovered  in  the  alley- 
way at  the  rear  of  the  King  Edward 
Hotel  at  10:80  o'clock  on  the  night  of 
Saturday,  April  26,  and  who  died  at  tho 
Royal  Jubilee  Hospital  the  following 
day,  came  to  his  death  through  natural 
causes  was  the  verdict  of  the  coroner's 
jury  which  investigated  the  circum- 
stances surrounding  his  death  yesterday 
afternoon. 

Dr.  Btipty,  who  performed  the  post 
mortem  examination,  tostlfled  that  death 
had  resulted  from  a  hemorrhage  of  the 
brain,  a  large  blood  clot  having  formed 
in  the  left  portion  of  the  brain.  Dr. 
Bapty  testified  that  there  were  no  marks 
of  violence  on  the  body  and  no  Indica- 
tion that  death  had  been  occasioned  other 
than  by  natural  onuses,  and  that  the 
man's  condition  might  possibly  have 
been  aggravated   by  drink. 

Constable  Ireland,  who  assisted  in  re- 
moving the  unconscious  man  to  the  hos- 
pital stated  that  when  he  found  the 
body  It  was  lying  in  the  alleyway,  the 
clothing  pulled  tip  behind  the  head  as 
if  the  body  had  been  dragged,  but 
there  were  no  signs  on  the  ground  to 
support  this  theory,  Armstrong  had 
clearly    been  drinking. 

Samuel  Cooley,  1044  Johnson  Street, 
Identified  Armstrong  as  an  acquaintance 
of  his  for  the  past  four  years.  Deceased 
had  been  a  machinist  by  trade,  but  lately 
had  not  been  working.  Witness  knew 
little  of  the  man's  antecedents  or 
whether  he  had  any  relatives  In  this 
country.

HANGED  HIMSELF  IN  SHED 

/jTohn  B.  Boacnmp,  Old  Time  Besldent  of 

City,  Ends  life  Early  Sunday 

Morning 


Hanging  by  the  neck  In  the  woodshed 
at  the  rear  of  his  home  at  403  Kingston 
Street,  the  dead  body  of  Mr.  John  Ros- 
camp.  an  old  time  resident  of  the  city, 
was  discovered  at  7:15  o'clock  on  Sunday 
morning  by  one  of  his  sons.

In  speaking  for  the  rejection 
of  the  bill,  claimed  that  the  fact  that 
all  the  outrages  and  crimes  had  been 
committed  by  women  of  education  and 
high  character,  showed  the  Inclusion  of 
such  women  among  the  voters  would  bo 
an  absolutely  destructive  blow  at  par- 
liamentary and  constitutional  govern- 
ment.     ' 

The  abstention  of  speakers  of  promin- 
ence from  the  debate  caused  Interest  to 
lag  to  such  an  extent  that  at  one  time 
tliero  was  less  than  a  quorum  present.  . 
it  was  noticeable  that  both  the  snip pefT-^ 
ing  and  opposing  members  of  the  bill 
were  in  accord  In  the  denunciation  of 
militancy. 

Viscount  Wojmer.  speaking  In  behalf 
of  the  bill,  evoked  cheers  by  his  con- 
demnation of  "those  irresponsible  luna- 
tics who  are*  carrying  on  the  militant 
movement." 

Right  Hon.  Charles  Stuart-Wortley, 
ainiiher  supporter  of  the  bill,  said:  "No 
sane  man  can  approve  of  the  criminal 
acts  of  the  militant  group."

The  decision  of  the  trustees  to  with- 
hold the  shield  for  the  year  was  arrive! 
at  last  night  after  the  matter  had  been 
threshed  out  pro  and  con  and  with  con- 
si.ierable  heat  on  the  part  of  both 
Island  and  Mainland  representatives  at 
a  meeting  of  the  provincial  board  of 
the  Amateur  Union  at  the  J.  B.  A.  A. 
An  opening  was  left  through  which  the 
teams  affected  oould  get  around  the  de- 
cision by  amicably  agreeing  to  a  scene 
for  a  third  game,  but  it  is  as  certain  as 
anything  can  be.  that  it  will  .not  be 
taken  advantage  of,  for  both  teams  have 
displayed  bitter  determination  not  to 
break  ground.  Despite  an  earnest  hope 
expressed  by  the  delegates  present  last 
night  that  they  would  display  a  mag- 
nanimous spirit  of  give  and  take,  the 
representatives  of  both  .  clubs  clung 
stubbornly  to  their  original  proposals 
and  were  amenable  tot  no  other.

The  money  will  be  utilized  in 
tho  erection  of  several  new  schools  and 
an  administration  building  in  the  centre 
of  th*  city. 


CITY  WILL  APPEAL 
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Concerned  Over  Lands  Situ- 
ated at  Oak  Bay— 'City 
Solicitor  Alleges  Corpora- 
tion Is  Exempt. 


The  Court  of  Revision  for  the  hearing 
of  appeals  against  the  assessments  as 
made  this  year  will  be  held  on  May  16, 
The  total  amount  this  year  reaches 
$10,736,300  as  against  jr., 763, 000  In  1912. 
The  total  this  year  Is  made  up  as  fol-^ 
lows:  On  land,  $8,272,950,  'and  on  Im- 
provement! $2,463,250.  Of  th.s  the 
Hudson  Bay  Company's  land  will  bear  a 
large  share  of  toe  increased  assessment, 
and  the  City  of  Victoria  receives  an 
assessment  of  $2f.:U"0  on  its  7?. II 
fries  and  $58,500  on  its  Improvements, 
making*  a    total    of    $317,630. 

Against  this  assessment  Mi  T.  K. 
Robertson,  the  oily  solicitor  has  given 
notice  on  behalf  of  the  city,  that  an 
appeal  win  bo  made  at  the  Court  of  Re- 
visloh  on  the  loilow'ng  grounds:  i'h-Bt, 
that  the  Style  of  tho  city  lias  hern 
wronply  Inserted;  secondly,  t'at  the 
Innds  have  h«  r:i  overcharged,  and  third- 
ly that  a  corporation  Is  exempt  •front 
taxation. 


Unlets  the  city  Is  willirig  to  pay  the 
rent,  amounting  to  ll.jr.o.  which  the 
Westholme  Lumber  Company,  former 
contractors  on  tho  Sooke  Lake  water- 
works system,  owes  to  tho  Canadian 
Puget  Sound  Lumber  Company  for  the 
property  at  Thetis  Cove,  Esquimau  Har- 
bor, at  which  point  the  company  had 
its  pipe-fabricating  plant, _  the  latter 
company  will  cancel  the  lease  granted 
to  the  Westholme  Lumber  Company,  and 
thus  force  the  city  to  obtain  a  plant 
elsewhere. 

Water  commissioner  Rust  notified  the 
Council  last  evening  that  the  Canadian 
I'ugot  Sound  Lumber  Company  has  given 
the  Westholme  Lumber  Company  sixty 
days'  notice  to  vacate  the  premises.  On 
this  land  also  is  erected  the  shed  in 
which  tho  city  has  stored  pipe  plate  to 
the  value  of  over  $100,000.  Mr.  Rust 
suggested  that  the  city  assure  the  Can- 
adian Puget  Sound  Lumber  Company 
that  the  city  will  assume  the  arrears 
of  rent  owing  by  the  Westholme  Lumber 
Company  and  mare  arrangements  to  con- 
tinue the  occupancy  of  the  premises  until 
all  the  pipe  required  for  the  Sooke  Lake 
work  Is  manufactured,  the  $1,250  to  be 
later  deducted  from  the  Westholme 
Lumber  Company. 

Alderman  Cuthbert  inquired  why, 
when  the  Council  had  decided  it  could 
not  pay  wages  owing  by  the  contractors 
to  its  workmen,  the  city  should  now  at- 
tempt to  pay  rent  owing  by  the  company. 
Couuulaaio&ar  Xust  Explains 

w  :iter  Commissioner  Rust  explained 
that  the  city  material  is  now  on  the 
ground,  and  must  be  sluiml  somewhere 
until  it  can  be  manufactured,  if  the 
rent,  owing  by  the  company  be  not  guar- 
anteed, the  city  must  move  the  material 
to  some  other  place  and  manufacture  it. 
Tho  city  has  a  lease  at  a  nominal  rental 
of  the  shed  in  which  the  plate  is  stored, 
but  the  balance  of  the  plant  is  required. 
This  shed  had  been  leased  by  the  city 
In  order  that,  while  convenient  to  the 
Westholme  Lumber  Company's  plant,  it 
would  still  be  city  property  on  which 
the   plate   could    be   stored. 

Mr.  Rust's  suggestion  wan  referred  to 
the  city  solicitor,  himself  and  the 
finance  commtUfo  for  action,  Mr.  Rust 
at  the  same  time  calling  attention  to 
the  fact  that  the  Westholme  Lumber 
Oompaey  owes  the  B.C.  -Electric  Com- 
pany a  considerable  amount  for  power, 
which  nmoun;  will  also  doubtless  have 
to  be  paid  by  the  city  before  the  electric 
company  will  consent  to  again  turn  on 
the  power. 


Accusing  Messrs.  A.  W.  Payn  Le 
Seueur  and  Bryant  Newbolt  of  conspir- 
acy the  object  of  which  was  to  take 
from  him  a  contract  for  the  building  of 
Mr.  Le  Seueur's  residence  at  the  Up- 
lands, and  claiming  $1,800  mechanics' 
lion  on  the  structure,  Mr.  Amos  Ather- 
ton, a  contractor,  has  brought  a  case  of 
exceptional  Interest  before  Judge  Lamp- 
man  in  the  County  Court. 

For  two  days  Mr.  Atherton  has  been  In 
the  box.  He  has  produced  two  sets  of 
plans,  one  that  which  was  originally  de- 
signed and  an.itior  Including  changes 
made  afterwards.  Specifications  of  a 
most  voluminous  nature  also  have  been 
introduced.  Step  by  step  the  plaintiff, 
through  his  counsel,  is  taking  the  court 
through  the  different  stages  the  house 
went  In  process  of  construction.  There 
were  several  sets  of  specifications 
drawn.  Both  the  defendants  end  Mr. 
Atherton  had  copies.  The  latter  alleges 
that  one  belonging  to  the  former  was 
substituted  for  his,  either  by  accident  or 
design,  while  the  work  was  under  way. 
When  the  change  was  discovereed,  he 
affirms,  there  were  found  to  be  im- 
portant  alterations. 

By  the  defence  H  Is  stated  that  Mr. 
Atherton  did  not  do  what  his  Instruc- 
tions specified  and  that  the  work  gener- 
ally was  not  satisfactory.  The  plaintiff 
so  far  In  his  evidence  has  neither  denied 
the  charges  made  nor  given  an  explana- 
tion.

Accommodation  for  Marine 
and  Fisheries  Department 
Quarters  on  the  Songhees 
Reserve  Waterfront, 


Provision  has  been  made  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  Marine  and  Fisher- 
ies Department,  now  situated  on  the 
waterfront  at  the  foot  of  Broughton 
Street,  in  the  Songhees  Reserve  sub- 
division plans,  which  have  been  pre- 
pared and  are  ready  for  the  ratifica- 
tion of  the  several   interests  affected. 

Sir  Richard  McBride,  British  Colum- 
bia's Premier,  made  the  statement  yes- 
terday that  the  Provincial  Government 
.:  promised  that  the  required  foreshore 
privileges  would  be  set  aside  for  this 
branch  of  the  Federal  public  service. 
While  he  would  not  say  definitely 
where  the  site  is  to  be,  he  intimated 
that  it  will  be  adjacent  to  the  present 
Point   Klllce,  bridge. 

In  a  telegraphic  interview,  published 
by  The  Colonist  on  Sunday,  with  Mr. 
H.  G.  Barimrd,  M.  P.,  the  latter,  after 
asserting  that  the  Dominion  authorities 
hope  to  be  in  a  posit. 'on  to  let  con- 
tracts for  a  retaining  wall  rrom  the 
new  bridge  to  Hospital  Point,  declares 
that,  as  soon  as  final  arrangements  are 
made  for  its  location,  the  money  will 
be  provided  for  the  construction  of  a 
ntv,  and  modem  Marine  and  Fisheries 
Depot. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Songhees  Reserve 
plans  will  show  provision  for  the  Im- 
provement In  question,  and  the  Federal 
administration  Is  ready  to  make  the 
necessary  appropriation  as  soon  as  of- 
ficially notified  to  that  effect,  it  may 
be  taken  as  assured  that  this  is  another 
work  that  will  be  instituted  as  soon  as 
the  horbor*s  western  seaboard  Is 
thrown  open  for  th«  prosecution  of  the 
various  projects  agreed  upon.

Captain  G.  K.  L.  Robertson,  the  agent 
of  Marine  and  Fisheries,  in  a  statement 
made  yesterday,  expressed  gratification 
at  the  apparent  activity  being  displayed 
In  securing  adequate  facilities  for  his 
department's  quarters  here.  The  tlma 
had  arrived  when  some  such  move  was 
imperative.  With  three  vessels — the 
Lebro,  NewlnKton  and  Quadra — actively 
engaged  and  the  steamer  Fstevon  about 
to  be  placed  in  commission,  the  present 
dockage  was  a  long  way  from  filling 
the  needs.  The  situation,  he  said,  was 
considerably  aggravated  because  ac- 
commodation had  to  be  made  for  other 
craft  engaged  In  public  works,  such  an 
dredges,  launches,  tow  boats,  etc.  But 
more  than  anything  else  the  lack  of 
storage  space  was  severely  felt.
